Nuirru YAKIMA, Wa-m., May 12.— 


Nineteen of the party of Ccxeyitea who 
left Elltnaburg in a boat yesterday 
reached here today after a thrilling ex- 
perience. When four miles from ElIonB- 
burg their boat, containing twenty- 
three men, capsized and four were 
drowned. 
JSIeTen of the party caught 


hold of a tree in the river, where they 
remained ten hours before being taken 


off. 
The remainder of the party held to 


the boat and finally drifted ashore. A 
report reached hero that nine Coxoyitca 
who captured a ferry boat atZillau were 
drowned in the Yakima river today. 
They wont over ProBBcr falls success- 
fully, but are Biiid to have capsized at 
the rapidi, u few miles below. 


SKATTLB, Wash., May I Si.—This morn- 


ing thirty-two deputy ma rah ills arrived 
with 135 Coxeyites and sixteen citizens 
of north Yakimu, who arc accused of in- 
tiUtiK them to resist the authorities. 
Application for release of tlie Ooxeyites 
on their own recognisance was refused 
by Judge Han ford. Some of the depu- 
ties were recognized on the streets and a 
crowd of CoxyyittB followed them with 
urios of "lynch them." The deputies 
finally escaped into a bank and through 
the rear entrance. A meeting was called 
and the more violent wanted to attack 
the jail, but better headti prevented. All 
in quiet tonight.

UnowNiNd, Mo., May 12.—The posse 


pursuit of tbe Taylor brothers, 


charged with tho murder of (*us Meeks 
and family, rounded them up near 
Leonards. 
They were surrounded in 


an old house, and fought their way 
out. They are again surrounded in tho 
bush. 
The pursuers have called on 


Milan for one hundred men. They will 
probably be captured soon. 


It is, now evident the Taylors at first 


only intended to kill Meeka himself. 
The grave at tbe old straw-stack in Tay- 
lor's fiuld was prepared for only one 
person, but Mrs. Alecks, in fear that 
something would, happen to her hus- 
band, insisted on going along with her 
three children. Tlie eldest, a girl of 7 
years, is the only survivor of tlie trag- 
edy. An IS-months'-old babe was stipt 
through the temple, evidently while in 
its mother's arms. Tlie surviving girl, 
a bright and intelligent child, tells the 
following story: 


"They firet shot p:ipa and ho fell out 


of the wagon. They then shot mania 
and killed my little sinter with a stone. 
They kicked me and then struck me on 
on the head with a tuonc ana I went to 
sleep. I did not know anything more 
until the men threw UB all into a hole. 
They first kicked us to eee if we were all 
dead. Then one of them said, 'Yes, 
they are dead.' One eaid something 
about burning tlie strawatack and some 
one said it was too wet. They covered 
us all over with straw and I thought we 
would smother, but when they got away

IT PAYS TO TEADE 


A Traveler Twlls of a Vl»ll to the Monte 


Curio of tlio Kiwi, Whom Fan tan 1* the* 
Game IMajvd—l'lft«ro*qiu« S«-n»« «n the 
CntiUm Itlvor. 


Descending tho Ciuiton river from tho 


city of that name, tho eteamer for Hong- 
long touches at Macao, a tiny Portu- 
jneso scttlenieut, situated at tho moutlu 
The voyngo down tho river, I hough the 
scenery is Hat, is not dovoid of interest. 
The water was low, and wo had to pro- 
seed often dead slow, and so had plenty 
of timo.to lake stock of tho native craft 
with which the river was thronged, 
largo numbers, though, after all, 
ouly mi infinitesimal proportion of fc s 
densely populated empire, know no oth- 
er habitation than their boats. 


Tho appearance of the picturesque 


Chiiicso junks, with their high stern- 
posts, tho pair of eyes invariably painted 
on their bows and laced brown sails, ia 
too well known to merit description. 
Their appeanuico- of unseaworthiness be- 
lies thorn. Thoy seoiu ablo to hold their 
own with any boat of a smilur size of 
foreign make. The main portion of tho 
work on board is performed by women. 
Poor women! Tho beasts of burden of 
tlio oast! But tlio men work tho guns, 
which aro their main defense against 
tho pirates, with "which tho coast of 
China is infested, ill spite oE every effort 
uiado by tho authorities to suppress 
them and Hie certainty that death will 
bo tho result of their capture. So every 
jmik is armed with uauiion, nominally 
as a protection against pirates, but 
iiioro probably with the object of doing 
littlo business on their own account 
should opportunity offer. No pirates mi 
lested us, however, mid we reached Ma- 
cao safely in due course, sonic eight 
hours after leaving Canton, Iho only ex- 
citement being in watching tho shoal of 
largo white porpoises that stuck to the 
ship for miles aiidraoed along with her, 
keeping up without any apparent effort 
:i 13 good knots an hour. 


Macao belongs to tho Portuguese, but 


does not appear to bo iu a very flourish- 
ing condition, though a littlo is cloiio in 
tho tea trade. Tho chief source o£ income 
is derived from tho heavy duty paid by 
tho gambling tables, with which tho lit- 
tle town is plentifully supplied and 
whioh luivo guiiiod fur it tho sobriquet 
of tho "Monte Carlo of tho East." 
Tho game played is fanbui, a simple 


ono; 
but, liko all other games of thn 


same eln&s, with considerable odds 
against tho player. Tho method of play 
is aa follows: In tho center of tho table 
ono largo squitro is divided iuto four 
small onort, 
Tho players are seated 


around, and stake to any amount uii any 
number or combination of two umnbors 
they like. Tho croupier, while tho slak- 
ing is going on, takes n handful of Chi- 
ncso cash (brass foitutwith a holo in tho 
center) mid places thorn on the table un- 
der u wooden saucer. When all tlio 
Btako-S art; down, tlio croupier lifts tho 
saucer, takes a chops! iolc tuid counts out 
tho cash by inserting the end of tho 
chopstick into Iho hole in tho cash and 
drawing thorn toward him. Tho markers 
nro cioimtod into heaps of four and 
placed on ono side, till, at last, tlioro is 
u remainder of one, two, tlireo or four, 
which ever it m:iy happen to be. This is 
declared tho winning mimhisr, aud play- 
era who huvo badtwl it nro paid tlireo 
times their original slakes, less 13 per 
cent, which goes to tho table. When 
backing » combination of two numbers, 
tho iimomit paid to tho winner is of 
courso proportionately less. Wo in duty 
bouud pnid n visit totho tables and iriod 
our luck anil were fortmnitn in Hint 
after two nights' play wo oamo off win- 
jiers of $3 (Muxicuu), instead of boing 
heavy losers, as is generally the.case 
with travelers. But, as a matter of fact, 
we did not go to gamble, but rather to 
study tho players.

It was a peculiarly striking face and 


did not bolio the cbaraetor of tho man, 
for I do not onppuso Micro could havo. 
been found any ono more stoically in- 
different to what was going on around 
him. 
Yet there wwro among those- prea- 


out many lowborn tho "remainder," 
after tho count of each pile, might moim 
affluence or n return to a lifo of slavery. 
Tlio Chinaman is u born gambler. Hn 
will make his modest pile by work, tho 
severity of which, in many cases, men 
of no other nation could endure. Thou 
ho will bring tho whole of it to tho 
gambling tables and ri.sk it without any 
more apparent concern than a Vunder- 
bilt would show in risking a ffi note. 


Wo noticed several of these misguided 


creatures, who looked as if they did not 
possess fi cents in (.ho world, phiuk down 
their §iJOO or §i!tOO, loso it and leave tho 
room ;us if nothing out of tho way hod 
happened. Wo did not, however, sco 
miy of tho liighest play. Tho Chinaman, 
Hlco all gamblers, is intensely supersti- 
tious ami considers it unlucky to play 
in tho prnsenco of the hated European. 
A gallery runs round tho room, and 
those who prefer it can sit them and 
b:ick tho number of their choice from 
abovo by letting down their stakes in n 
•innil basket and drawing up their win- 
lings in the samo manner.—Exchange.
